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FOREWORD 

The National Institute of Mental Health has long recognized that 
private philanthropy in the United States plays an important role in 
supporting the health fields, including the area of mental health. For 
many years, foundations and other private national granting agencies 
have contributed generously to hospitals and health services, supported 
medical school programs, and provided funds for research projects. This 
support has helped to foster research and services in many new areas, as 
well as to supplement Federal and State aid to many projects. 

A decade ago, a nationwide study was conducted by a former staff 
member, Dr. Jeanne L. Brand, of the nature and role of support provided 
by private agencies for mental health programs and activities. The study, 
published as Public Health Service Publication No. 838, Private Support 
for Mental Health., included an annotated list of foundations and other 
private national granting agencies which at that time were providing 
funds to scientists and mental health practitioners for research, training, 
and service activities in mental health and related disciplines. 

Because of numerous requests for that publication, which is now out 
of print, a new survey was initiated by the Behavioral Sciences Research 
Branch of the Division of Extramural Research Programs to update the 
listing of private organizations offering grant support for mental health 
research and related activities. The survey was conducted by Dr. John 
Hinkle at the Colorado State University, who compiled the listing pre- 
sented in this report, under the project direction of Dr. Richard T. 
Louttit, Chief of the Behavioral Sciences Research Branch. 

It is hoped that the information provided in this report will stimulate 
individuals and organizations to pursue, with private funding, creative 
and innovative activities not funded by the Federal Government, yet 
much needed in this area of human concern.

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INTRODUCTION 

This project is an attempt to provide recent information to professionals 
and others in the broad field of mental health about private sources of 
support available for mental health activities. 

A study done in 1959 and the resultant publication, entitled Private 
Support for Mental Health (PHS Publication No. 838), provided an 
annotated list of foundations and granting agencies offering support in 
the broad field of mental health. This present report represents an up- 
dating of the annotated listing included in that publication. 

In order to accomplish the task, all 142 foundations and granting 
agencies originally listed were contacted by one or more letters. In 
October 1968 they were sent a copy of their original listing, asked for 
changes in the information feted and if they wished to be included in 
the updated listing. Foundations which did not reply were sent follow-up 
letters at the beginning of January and at the beginning of May if they 
had not yet replied. The replies were divided into three major categories: 
those foundations which no longer wished to be listed, those which wanted 
to be listed as they had been, and those which felt changes were needed 
in their previous listing. 

New foundations which were not in existence in 1959 or which were 
not listed in the previous study were contacted if their entry in The 
Foundation Directory, Edition 3, (1967) suggested that they might have 
some interest in mental health activities. These were sent a letter stating 
the purpose of the effort, a sample "typical" entry and a request to be 
listed if interested in doing so. Seven hundred and sixty foundations were 
contacted in this manner during November 1968. Those foundations 
not replying received another letter at the beginning of March and 27 
not responding who had listed a specific interest in mental health received 
a third letter in May 1969. Replies from this group could also be divided 
into three major categories: those not wishing to be listed, those who 
provided information for listing and those who misunderstood our request. 
The third group was sent another letter upon receipt of theirs explaining 
that we were not requesting a grant but rather we were interested in 
their granting policy and procedure. 

By July 1969, 80 percent (116) of the original foundations had replied 
with 41 of them wishing to be listed. Changes hi their previous listing 
were made by 39 of these foundations. Of the balance replying, 63 no 
longer cared to be listed, nine were either out of business or had no for- 
warding address and two misunderstood the inquiry and have not replied 
to further query. 



As of the same date, approximately 13 percent (106) of the new 
foundations had replied with only five sufficiently active in the support 
of mental health to be listed. Of the balance of the returns, 63 are either 
not active in mental health or do not want to be listed, 23 were either 
out of business or had no forwarding address and 15 misunderstood the 
inquiry and have not replied to further letters. 

The alphabetically arranged annotated listing that follows contains 
46 entries.lt represents replies from 188 foundations and granting agen- 
cies plus 30 who are out of business or who have no forwarding address. 
The returns indicate that approximately one-fourth of all foundations 
who might be interested in mental health activities were willing to respond 
to an inquiry but that only 6 percent of the total contacted were willing 
to be listed. 

The present number of listings represents a decrease of 68 percent 
in the number of foundations active in the mental health area since 1959.
